CONVICTION OF TUB MUBDBBKR OF ALICE 


BOWLSBY—SEVEN YKAB8 AT HARD LA- 
BOR—DHAMATIC BCEUB IN COURT. 


Prom the New York Eualay World. 


The trial of Jacob Roaenzweig, atiat 


fleman Ascher, the abortionist, of 687 
Second avenue, charged with the murder of 
Miss Alice Augusta Bowleby,terminated in 
the Court of General Sessions, yesterday, 
by the jury finding the criminal guilty 
and Recorder Huckett sentencing him to 
the full penalty of the law—Mven yean 
iu the State Prison. 
The court was 


crowded to the doors, and a great many 
prominent citizen', among whom was 
Matthew T. Brenoan, occupied seats in- 
cide the bar enclosure. Roaenzireig'g wife 
and daughter were in court long before 
the opening proceedings, and eat awaiting 
the result in, the witness box. The Bowls- 
by family of Patterson were not present, 
but the Mrs. Dr. Bowleby, of Brooklyn, 
whose husband it an expelled physician 
from the same ooUega front which Rosenz- 
woig obtained his bogus diploma, waa 
with Mrs. Roaenzweig and her daughter 
Rosa. 


At ten o'clock Rttenzweig, mote and 


cool as ever, was placed at the bar; 
Ley, 


the Bowery pawnbroker, true to the core, 
sat down beside him, and Recorder Hack- 
ett, with whom Judge Bedford wan seated 
on the bench, said to the senior oonnael for 
the defence, "proceed, Mr. Howe." Mr. 
Howe rose and said: 


May it please the court, L now moTe- 


Ibat the District Attorney prove that 
Alice Anguata Bowlsby was alive in the 
city of New Yoik on the 24th day of Au- 
gust. He h<- s only proved that she was in 
Now Jersey alive, f also move for a ver- 
dict of not guilty at this stage on the 
ground that it ha* not been proved that, 
supposing even 
an abortion had been 


committed, and on the person of Alice 
Augusta Bowlsby, such • proceeding was 
not necessary to preserve the mother's 
life." 


The court overruled both the motions, 


granting exceptions in each cage. 


The jury retired, and after an hour and 


a halls absence- returned a verdict of 
"Guilty of manslaughter m the second de- 
gree, with a recommendation to mercy." 


Oa his formal examination Rcaenweig 


said he was a physician, thirty-nine year* 
of age; and then, in reply to the question 
what he had to say why sentence should 
not be pronounced, actually had the bra- 
zen effrontery and brute courage to stand 
up and tay, "I am not guilty, sir," with- 
out a tremor in hie voice. This took Re- 
corder Hackctt by surprise, and he shud- 
dered. He recovered in a minute and 
said : "Rogenweig I have observed yon 
during this trial. You are a man ol the 
most desperate courage and coolneaa, de- 
void of the smallest tingo of human char- 
ity. 
Yon are a physician, art educated 


man, and a cUugerous man. Yon stand 
to-day convicted of what, if the law was 
what I could wish it, would be murder in 
the first degree, and the punishment of 
which would be death. I fully agree in 
the -views held by my colleague. Judge 
Bedford, regarding this most birbarous 
ciime, and will unite with him in endeav- 
oring to have the rxmalty on conviction 
be made a capital punishment I only 
regret that the law u constituted as it ia 
constituted so that I cannot inflict upoa 
you, the vilest of the vile, a heavier sen 
tence than I now impose—seven years In 
the State prison with hard labor." Then 
there came a burst of applause through 
the room which the court officer* could 
not eupptess, and Rosenzweig was buried 
back to the prisoner's box.

The motion led to considerable discus- 


lion. 
Mr. L?wry desired an explana- 


tion. 


Mr. Cadwallader replied that an ar- 


rangement had been effected by Mr. Gibbs 
with Mr. Gore, contractor, which would 
obviate any further trouble, and enable 
the Council to complete the present im- 
provements without furtkjar financial em- 
barrassment. 
He therefore thought it 


proper to rescind the resolution ordering 
tbe special election. 


Mr. MoCrnm remarked that Mr. Grant, 


contractor, was included in the same ar- 
rangement, and Mr. Megahey's contract 
would be provided for by the expiration 
of notice for collection of tuxes. 


Mr. Gibbs txplained that tha arrange- 


ment was satisfactory to the contractors, 
who would receive their pay, and at the 
proper time the charter could be BO amend- 
ed ai to obviate all further embarrass- 
ment.
